Sgt. Lonerini. a communications 
specialist, will wear a distinctive 
service ribbon as a permanent 
decoration. 

The major Air Force Com¬ 
munications Service (AFCS) unit 
in Vietnam, the 1964th is head¬ 
quartered at Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base and has 10 subordinate 
squadrons operating throughout 
the country. 

The organization was nominat¬ 
ed for the award by General Wil¬ 
liam M. Mornyer, commander of 
the U. S. Seventh Air Force, Viet¬ 
nam, for its “Yankee ingenuity” 
and outstanding proficiency in 
providing direct communications, 
navigational aids and air traffic- 
control in the combat zone dur¬ 
ing a period of greatly expanding 
tactical operations. The general 
cited the 1964th for its high de¬ 
gree of professionalism in spite 
of “extreme difficulties associat¬ 
ed with living and working un¬ 
der field conditions.” 

Group achievements included 
handling nearly 350.000 takeoffs 
and landings by AFCS air traffic 
controllers during a single month.
